This brought Alder 
man Halliday, chairman of the electric 
light committee of the city council, to 
his feet.

{nit on meter rates, and incidentally got 
in a body blow on tile reverend gentle 
mail by mentioning the loss occasioned 
by tho nominal flat rate given the 
churches and Y. M. C. A., library and 
other .semi public institutions, also tho 
incandescent lamps used in lighting 
bridges, etc. 
I >r. Camp declared that tho system *f 
book keeping, or lack of system in city 
affairs was the reason of inability to 
check up tho plant. 
In Mr. Knowles’ remarks he had al­ 
luded to tlu> betrayal of the ci;y in the 
purchase of a water plant, and VV’. I). 
McKay arose to correct the gentleman 
and stated that it was tho purchase of 
the 
electric light 
plant 
to 
which 
Mr. 
Knowles 
intended 
to 
refer. 
Mr. McKay added that that deal was a 
disgrace to the city and one which peo­ 
ple were striving to forget. 
VV. R. Heron announced that the 
league was not organized to force muni 
cipal ownership on the people, 
but 
rather arrive at the truth, and that as 
several members of tho Commercial 
club committee were present they would 
like to hoar from them. 
Senator Frater 
was also called for. 
He responded and 
stated that he was not on that commit­ 
tee, and had come to the league and had 
joined in order to learn not only what 
tho people wanted, but what was tho 
best for the city. 
VV’. I). McKay, Werner Hemstead and 
J. M. Elder spoke briefly, all declaring 
themselves in favor of municipal owner­ 
ship, but giving their reasons for be­ 
lieving it better for tho city to give Mr. 
Tighe a 
franchise with a purchase 
clause than to continue for at least 
three years under the present service. 
Dr. Hemstead stated that in his opinion 
it would be essential to get a new char- 
t?r providing for a board of public 
works as one of the first things to be 
done. T h at further legislation would at 
least be needed. 
Alderman Twohey, 
in remarks in 
which lie said that the man who paid 
rent was a tax payer as much as the 
man who owned the property, also inti­ 
mated that if Brainerd had not been be­ 
trayed by tier representatives. 
This brought Senator Frater to the 
front who said that he was glad to be 
thus given a chance to face the charges 
made in a city paper bysotneone who had 
not the courage to sign his name to the 
article. 
Ho gave the history of tho bill 
from its inception until it was killed by 
Governor Johnson. 
He showed to the 
satisfaction of nearly all present that 
ho had stood up for the real interests of 
Brainerd and had kept his word in all 
things. 
Dr. Werner Hemstead, who was Mr. 
Frater's opponent at the late election, 
told of the occurrences in connection 
with submitting changes to the council 
and Commercial club and stated that 
Senator Frater had lived up to the 
spirit and letter of his promises. 
At the close of his statement Senator 
Frater announced that he was a candi­ 
date for re election and asked the sub 
ferages of tho people standing squarely 
on his record. 
He was accorded hearty 
applause.
